I find It in his reply to Mr* ( lay, as follows:

dent pro j itiat we admitted that kbe also had

Wh»t islo be the result ofallthi»?

will England do? 
Il she permit us, as I

ence in this resoluticn. 
But if she resist— 
and, as a leading London jornal(not the min- 
isieriai organ, however,) boldly avows she 
will—if sbe arm the Indian tribes in her 
cause,—what than! 
This resolution may be 
voted down; the Oregon bill of my Iriend 
from Missouri (Mr. Huchks) may be defea- 
ted this session, aa a similar bill wa?« tbe last; 
we may depart from these balls without lif- 
ting a linger to protect, by military post or 
otherwise, our settllrs on the Columbis; and 
yet let the British Government fulfil this 
threat of arming Indians against us, and Ihen 
let the tomahawk draw but one diop of A- 
merican blood; let one single scalp be taken 
—tbe forerunner ol further outrage—and will 
our people, think vou, await your tardy lag* 
islalton befo'^e they rush lo the rescue!— 
We have faults and fsilings enough, God 
knows—we of the West; bat cowardice-— 
tame, cold blooded cowardice—tbe craven 
rioirit that would desert a comrade at his ut- 
most need—ihat, at leasts is no part of our 
character. 
Let the newa pass over our land 
of a massacre among the Oregon emigrants;

Not by smooth cbinned, trim-uni- 
lormed cadets Irom Weal Point; but by vet- 
eran pioneers, from whom old age itself, 
though it whiten their locks, cannot steal 
their strenghth and fire; by fierce yonng 
hunters of ihe frontier, who heard the 
wor- 
wboop in tbair cradles; end who burn to em- 
ulate ihe exploits—to avenge the death, per- 
haps—of their fjihersj by a partiaan srmy, in 
short, of Nimrod, warrior.*, who, with ibeir 
knives ai their belts, and their long rifles on 
their shoulder-, fear nothing, read or while, 
in the form of man. 


I am a friend of peace. 
I hold that it ia 
our duty to do much, to suffer much, if thus 
we may avoid the sheddiag of human biood. 
What a spectacle would it be, in this age of 
the woild.to see two powerful naiiona squan- 
dering lives and treasnre in the insensate and 
antiquated trade of war! To avert such a ca- 
lamity, I would agree to any adjustment 
within the bounds of reason, that should not 
comprise our honor. 
Farther tban this, ev- 
en expediencey itself forbids us to go.

distinjjuished^stataaman has well said: 
*:He 
who vindicates the honor of a country, vin- 
dicates its dearest interests; for he who vin-

peace."—-

power to procure for her. If this land be tru 
ly our^, we have no light to expose it 
by 
ds^errion, to colnial servitude < r revolurio 
ary war. 
Millions will hereafter inhabit it. 
Their political desfioy is in onr bands. 
Tc 
the world—to af er ages—we must render an 
account of our guardianship. 
Let us see it. 
that we have a good account to render.— 
Now, while yet we may, let us assert, f..r 
these future Pacific States, 
that station 
among the powe • of the catlh which the 
laws of nature and the progress o( improve- 
ment entitle them. 
Let us watch over their 
defenceless infancy. 
£ r e long, they will 
join tbetr elder siatera of ihe confederacy ; 
and, though prarie, and fores', ard moun- 
tain, now intervene, they will become one 
with us—not in political bonds only, but in 
sentiment and in habit, in feeling and in 
c <.eU.
